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Commission Sets Spring Dates 

The Maryland Racing Commission an¬ 
nounced on November 25 the spring dates 
for the State s three mile tracks. 

R. Bruce Livie, commission chairman, had 
promised horsemen there would be no Janu¬ 
ary racing at Bowie. The 1961 season had 
opened on January 21 and results had proved 
far from satisfactory. 

Fulfilling his promise to representatives of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, and 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As¬ 
sociation, Livie announced last month that 
Bowie will commence the 1962 season on 
February 9. 

Although horsemen had sought a February' 
16 opening, they were generally satisfied with 
the commission s schedule. 

The commission said it would delay decision 
on fall dates for the mile tracks and dates for 
the harness and half-mile tracks until after the 
1962 session of the Legislature (due to con¬ 
vene in early February) had acted upon the 
request for a transfer of Bel Air and Baltimore 
Raceway dates to the mile tracks. 

Should the transfer be authorized by the 
Legislature, Maryland’s mile track season would 
be lengthened from 120 to 156 days. Pre¬ 
sumably, the extra days would be scheduled 
during October and a portion of September. 


Letter To The Editor 


Here is a suggestion which might make better 
use of breeders’ awards. 

All breeders would put their breeder’s awards 
into a fund to be used to lease one, two, or more 
stallions, to stand under the direction of a com¬ 
mittee chosen by the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association for that purpose. The service fees 
of these horses would be reasonable, with first 
choice and free services going to those breeders 
with the highest breeders’ awards. 

One stallion could be a proven sire of quick 
horses with consequent sales appeal, the other a 
young horse, with more classic potential, to ap¬ 
peal to breeders who race their own stock. If 
these stallions were leased for one or two years 
there would be a constant change of blood to ap¬ 
peal to different people, without the danger of 
owning a stallion which might prove unpopular. 

This could result in more improvement in the 
Maryland-bred than breeders’ awards have ac¬ 
complished.

Hunter’s Rock 
Wins Dixie Handicap

• Seldom has an edition of The Morning 
Telegraph given more satisfaction to Maryland 
breeders than that of Friday, Nov. 24. Blazoned 
across page one were these announcements: 
Maryland-owned Kelso "Repeats as Horse of 
Year"; Saggy’s son Carry Back honored as 
best 3-year-old; Maryland-bred-and-owned Peal 
crowned Best Steeplechaser of the Year; 
Maryland-bred-and-owned Hunter’s Rock "Driv¬ 
ing Victor in Dixie at Pimlico." 

Track management, too, basked in the re¬ 
flected glory of having T. V. Lark clinch his

title as Best Grass Horse in the Washington, 
D. C. International at Laurel, and of Crimson 
Satan’s victory in the Pimlico Futurity pushing 
him to the fore as the Telegraph’s selection as 
the Best 2-Year-Old. 

This was the fourth time that a son of the 
deceased * Hunters Moon IV had been honored 
by The Morning Telegraph-Daily Racing Form 
Poll as the Best Steeplechaser of the Year. 
Neji, first accorded the honor in 1955, repeated 
in 1957 and 1958. Peal was also the Thorough¬ 
bred Racing Associations’ selection as the best

steeplechase horse of 1961. 

Peal is the second Maryland-bred to be so 
honored. Kent Miller s Elkridge, bred by Joseph 
F. Flanagan and foaled at Country Life Farm, 
was the chase selection in 1942 and again in 
1946. 

Bred and owned by Harry A. Love, master 
of The Addition, Cockeysville, Peal has made 
an astonishingly rapid rise to a position of 
preeminence among jumpers. A growthy geld¬ 
ing, he was unraced at 2 and 3 to allow him 
time to fill out his ample frame. Owner Love 
improved the geldings time on the farm by 
hunting him with the Green Spring Hounds. 
The winter of his 4-year-old year was spent 
schooling over the Maryland Hunt Cup course. 
He took to his lessons so well that Love, a 
210-pounder, decided to run him. 

Peal, from Swing and Sways daughter. 
Golden Bells, raced 3 times as a 4-year-old, 
finishing second once and third once, earning 
a princely $570. 

This year Trainer C. V. B. Cushman, Jr. 
started off Peal’s season in a 2-mile steeplechase 
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at Aqueduct. The gelding finished second, 
beaten a length by Our Jeep. This was an 
auspicious beginning, for the record-setting 
Our Jeep was later to receive serious con¬ 
sideration as a pK:)tential invitee to the Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. International. 

Peal, which started his 5-year-old year as 
a maiden, won his first stakes in the Tom Roby 
(141 pounds) at Delaware Park in June. He 
has not been worse than second since, winning 
the Indian River (146), Broad Hollow (147) 
and Temple Gwathmey Steeplechase Handicaps. 
Between the latter two wins he was second in 
the Brook (158) and Grand National (159). 

While Peal’s over-all form had been ex¬ 
cellent, it was his galloping 14-length victory 
under l6l pounds in the Temple Gwathmey 
that earned the title for his Maryland breeder- 
owner. The only time he has ever been out of 
the money during his career was in last year’s 
Belmont Spring Steeplechase, in which he lost 
his rider. 

Peal was foaled February 27, 1956 at The 
Addition, the Loves’ 130-acre farm on Western

Run Road. Joseph L. Aitcheson, Jr., leading 
steeplechase jockey of 1961, is Peal’s regular 
rider. 

Golden Bells, dam of the champion, was 
bred by Janon Fisher, Jr., who sold her in 
the winter of her 2-year-old year to Sam 
Tufano. The latter won with her, bred her to 
Market Wise, and sold her to Harry Love. 

Golden Bells, whose sire. Swing and Sway 
sent out the good ’chaser Banner Waves, also 
has produced the winners Hidi-Ann (Market 
Wise), Gold Market (Market Wise) and 
Andy’s Gold (Loser Weeper). 

Swing and Sway, which formerly stood at 
Fisher’s The Caves, is also represented in the 
p^igree of Carry Back, the 3-year-old cham¬ 
pion. Swing and Sway’s son Saggy begot the 
Kentucky Derby-Preakness winner of $565,- 
349 in 1961. 

* Hunters Moon IV began his stud career in 
this country at the late Louis B. Mayer’s Perris, 
California farm. The Frenchman later was 
acquired by Christopher T. Chenery, Virginia 
utilities magnate, and installed at stud at The 
Meadow, Doswell. 

In 1952 Chenery culled him, sending him to 
the Maryland Fall Sales where he was pur¬ 
chased for $500 by Fisher, as agent. Then 16, 
the sire of the $400,000 winner Moonrush 
spent the remainder of his days at The Caves. 
His health failing, it became necessary to put 

18 


the horse down in July, 1959. 

Recognition as an agent of superlative stay- 
ing power was a long time in coming to the 
son of Foxhunter—Pearl Opal. Come it did, 
but only after taxing the patience of Mayer 
and Chenery. 

* Hunters Moon IV sired, in addition to 
Moonrush and Peal, the stakes-winning filly 
Guayana, the top-class steeplechaser of last 
year. Sun Dog; Neji, leading money-winning 
steeplechaser of all time; and other good ones. 

His last foals, now yearlings, number about 
six. Janon Fisher owns three of these. 

♦Hunters Moon IV’s latest stakes-winning 
progeny is Hunter’s Rock, winner of the time- 
honored Dixie Handicap on Thanksgiving Day. 
This 3-year-old gelding, bred by Mrs. Charles 
R. Lewis and foaled at her Meadow brook 
Farm, Monkton, on April 18, 1958, is now 
owned by Mrs. Barbara Obre, of Andor Farm, 
Monkton. 

As versatile as horses come. Hunter’s Rock 
has won short and long, on loam and grass 
courses, on the flat and over hurdles. Trainer 
Kenny Field, who, incidentally, was aboard Neji 
when that all-time great ’chaser broke his 
maiden, has in mind a Santa Anita campaign 
for Hunter’s Rock. 

After a freshening at Mrs. Obre’s Big Survey 
Plantation, Yemassee, S. C, Hunter’s Rock

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Maryland-bred Nickel Boy was honored by Maryland Racing Writers* Association. 

Nickel Boy: Sire and Dam 
Sold for Slaught er

(Founh in a series of profiles on the leading Maryland^bred money-winners. Nickel Boy, still in training 
and racing in the colors of Max Gluck’s Elmendorf, ranks sixth on the list of top money-winners pr^uced in 
Maryland. He had won $291,957 to Nov. 28, 1961.) 


M elvin P. Blackburn’s broad, ruddy face 
was mirrored in the silver trophy pre¬ 
sented him by the Maryland Racing Writers’ 
Association for breeding the horse which had 
done most to enhance the state’s Thoroughbred 
industry in 1961. There was a note of incredul¬ 
ity in his voice as he spoke. 

”Do I regret selling Nickel Boy for $8,000?” 
he repeated. 

”It doesn’t worry me a bit,” he said, drum¬ 
ming a match cover on the table. "I bet him 
every time he runs. He doesn’t owe me any¬ 
thing. And besides, $8,000-$ 10,000 is all any 
young horse is worth. When you sell a man a 
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horse he can make a little money with, he knows 
where to come the next time he is looking for 
new stock.” 

Blackburn, 65, born and raised in Baltimore 
Q)unty, worked as a civil engineer until 1942, 
at which time he chose to devote full time to 
the operation of a tavern on Route 144 he had 
purchased four years earlier. His place, in a 
section of Howard County known as Mayfield, 
is the ’’Friendly Tavern.” 

It was as a sideline that Blackburn began 
breeding Thoroughbreds in 1950. His Friendly 
Farm encompasses 22 acres; an additional 50

acres adjoining his property is leased on a ten- 
year basis. 

Blackburn and his wife, Fannie, toil long 
and hard at earning their daily bread, doing 
all of their own work. When it’s feeding time, 
Fannie takes over the bar while her husband 
hustles out to set rations before their 15 horses. 

Fannie Blackburn was ’’keeping the store” 
while her spouse was reliving memories as an 
honored guest of the Maryland Racing Writers 
at their awards presentation dinner at Pimlico, 
Nov. 21. 

Nickel Boy’s breeder formerly augmented 
his income by breeding cattle. Eleven years ago 
he got the notion that horses might prove more 
profitable. He’s still working at it. 

Despite his interest in financial gain, 
Blackburn is disenchanted with race tracks. 

"Why don’t I like racing? It’s too time-con¬ 
suming and there’s no money in it for me. 
(His Mister Duke won on the second day of 
the Pimlico fall meeting.) Training bills eat 
up the profit. You’ve got five, six, seven thou¬ 
sand dollars in a horse before you know if he’s 
worth that kind of money. 

’’But by raising my own horses and selling 
some every year, I can make a few dollars. Some 
right fair horses—Nickel Boy, the stakes-win- 
ning Rhy Dress, Bull Hero, Nickel Pump and 
Atropos—have come off my place. 

’’What I try to do is get hold of a young 
stud off the track, breed a few mares to him 
and keep tabs on him until I can see if his 
get can run.” 
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Blackburn has tried this with Wreck Master, 
Duke Fanelli and Carl Hanford’s Sure Welcome 
in recent years. Wreck Master, a Bolero colt 
of intense early speed which broke his own 
track record for 4 1/2 furlongs at Laurel in 
1954, was bred to the Friendly mares before 
Blackburn sold him for $4,000 to a party in 
Houston, Texas. A Quarter-Horse syndicate 
since purchased Wreck Master for $20,000; 
but the Howard Countian still retains ten 
seasons to the young stallion. 

Blackburn got two foals from Duke Fanelli 
(Mister Duke and Princess Duke) before that 
young stud put a leg through a fence and had 
to be destroyed. 

*His Nickel, sire of Nickel Boy, was serv¬ 
ing as a teaser at Art Rooney’s Shamrock Farm 
when Blackburn acquired him in a trade for 
a lead pony. Bob Moore, of Woodbine, en¬ 
gineered the deal. 

*His Nickel, brown horse, 1940, by His 
Grace—Pumpernickel II, by Manna, was jobbed 
around in cheap claiming races in Mexico, 
California, New England and Maryland until 
he was 9. In later years he was used as a teaser 
and when last sold $65 changed hands and a 
Pennsylvania livestock dealer led the horse up 
the ramp of his truck. 

Chance Play’s daughter, Carickmacross, dam 
of Nickel Boy, was peddled for $60, which, in 
the jargon of the livestock dealer, was ’’the 
going price for killers.” 

’’The first time that I saw *His Nickel was 
at Art Rooney’s place,” Blackburn relates. “They

were using him as a teaser. Well, I got him 
and moved him to Sam Pistorio’s farm, where 
he also was used as a teaser. 

”1 had this mare Clara Beau (Sun Beau— 
* Alexandria, by Pharos) that I couldn’t get in 
foal, so I turned her out with *His Nickel. 
The resulting foal was the winner Nickel Pump.” 

In 1952, at the Maryland Fall Sales, Black¬ 
burn purchased Calumet Farm-bred Carick- 
macross, then 13, from the consignment of 
John P. Pons and Dean Bedford. In foal to 
The Rhymer or Saggy, she was sold for $150. 
Her yearling by Lochinvar (the winner Ace- 
to-Five) was purchased for $350 by Jay 
Sensenich. 

Through that same sale passed * Hunters 
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Moon IV (see story on page 16), Marcia P., 
dam of the stakes winner Pajama Tops; Rare 
Music, winner of a division of the Columbiana 
Handicap; and Softie (carrying Arch Rival), 
later dam of the stakes winners Wedlock and 
Ragtime Cowboy. Softie, 9 at time of sale, was 
purchased by Joe O’Farrell for $150. Produce of 
this Flares mare has won over 100 races. 

Unraced Carickmacross, by Chance Play— 
Duchess Reigh, by Reigh Count, had produced 
six foals, 4 of which won, prior to her purchase 
by Blackburn. For the latter she produced the 
winner. Sag Nipper and Nickel Boy. 

’’Carickmacross couldn’t be gotten in foal 
after she dropped Nickel Boy,” Blackburn re-

Horseplayers come from all walks of life. 

Dr. Albert L. Hammond is an associate pro¬ 
fessor of philosophy at the Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity. He is also a newspaperman, having 
work^ as copyreader for the Baltimore Sun since 
1942. 

He is not unlike Sam (The Genius) Lewin 
in that he made his living for nine years by 
betting on the races. Dr. Hammond was teaching 
philosophy at Hopkins when '’in 1926 or 1927” 
he chucked it all for a crack at professional gam¬ 
bling. 

Dr. Hammond gladdens the heart of a horse¬ 
man in his recently published book Proprieties 
and Vagaries (The Johns Hopkins Press, $5.50) 
by his statements on horse racing. 

Horsemen, of course, knew all the time that 
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racing was a sport without parallel—they just 
never before had their sentiments so intelligently 
described by a professor of philosophy. 

Says the teacher, author, newspaperman and 
gambler: 

”At the track I can always feel at home, never 
intruding, never intruded upon . . . And when I 
am most disgustful of company and resentful of 
lonesomeness I can find at the track a populous 
solitude which is neither alienly engross^ like 
that of Broadway nor personally exacting like 
that of society.” 

Dr. Hammond s 264-page book is causing a 
splash which its quiet, unobtrusive author did 
not anticipate. National magazines have re¬ 
viewed the volume which consists of nine essays. 
In all probability, most of those magazine editors

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were more interested in Dr. Hammond as a 
horse-playing philosopher than in Dr. Hammond 
as an author. 

The 69-year-old teacher says in one passage: 

"It is my contention that the life of an actual 
man in this world is frequently, not always, better 
if it includes playing the races, and better irre¬ 
spective of whether he thereby increases his or 
anyone’s wealth, position or material comfort; 
that this world is better in the eye of God with 
racing in it than without, and so not because God 
therein foresees more money in the banks to¬ 
morrow but because what He sees is pleasanter.”

Born and raised in Baltimore, Dr. Hammond 
has been a philosophy instruaor for 40 years. He 
made his first bet on a horse race in 1919 (a 2- 
year-old named The Cook at Pimlico), and, like 
any other gambler, his fortunes have varied ever 
since. 

He once made $4,000 during a Pimlico meet¬ 
ing. He once left the Fair Grounds in New Or¬ 
leans with only 10 cents worth of cashew nuts 
in his pocket. Twice he bet on more than 70 
straight losers. And once he won $1,500 on a 
single race. 

Having worked for the same newspaper (The 
Sun) for eighteen years, I feel pride in his suc¬ 
cess as both an author and a gambler. He is no 
hatpin handicapper. He looks primarily for over¬ 
lays and, as a general rule, he does not play heavy 
favorites. 

A man of Dr. Hammond’s mold is refreshing. 

He came close to describing himself in Pro¬ 
prieties and Vagaries when he wrote: 

"Those who play the races regularly have 
largely recovered from that careful and fearful 
respectability which palls so much of society.”

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A Bigger Bite? Well Now . . . 

By Robert J. Clark 


There are several ways of looking at an in¬ 
crease in the Maryland pari-mutuel bite from 
12 per cent to 13 per cent as proposed by the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association. How you 
look at this, just like how you look at anything 
else, depends upon where you sit. 

If you are an average customer, you prob¬ 
ably don’t know how much is taken out of your 
bet, anyway. If you are a big bettor, you most 
likely know and care very much how much is 
taken out. But you’ll bet anyway. If you happen 
to run a race track, you’d love an increase in the 
take if you get the increase. If you run horses, 
you’d be all in favor of an increase in the take 
if you get it in purses. 

Whether this increase will hurt Maryland 
attendance and betting is problematical. Al¬ 
though many people take it as gospel that an 
increase in the pari-mutual bite will ruin racing, 
I wonder what is the level from which the take 
cannot be raised. If a raise from 12 per cent 
will kill racing, how does it exist in New York 
where the take is 15 per cent? So there is 
probably no harm in raising the take 1 per cent. 
There must be some point at which the goose 
stops laying golden eggs, though. 

The Maryland-bred fund idea is a splendid 
one. Naturally, I think so since a similar idea 
was spelled out in detail in the Rasin Report 
which I wrote. At the risk of being a bore. I’d 
like to reiterate some of the provisions for 
Maryland-bred fund races as spelled out in the 
Rasin Report and recommend that they be 
included in any Maryland-bred racing fund law. 
Also, when you get the law written, it better be 
specific down to the last teensy stipulation. If it 
is not specific in all details, you’ll find that the 
fund could be used, let us say, to put on a single 
$400,000 added money race at furlongs for 
yearlings. And don’t think that is so silly. 
Would you have believed a couple of years ago 
that a $400,000 race for 2-year-olds at seven 
furlongs was possible? Here are some of the 
specifics in the Rasin Report. 

1 . Two $12,500 races per week at each mile 
track for Maryland-breds, the purses to come 
out of the Maryland-bred racing fund and not 
to be calculate in any agreement between 
horsemen and management establishing purse 
distribution. The first year, the purses would 
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probably not be $12,500 but that would be the 
objective in the first several years after the 
fund and the breeding plan get going. 

2. No more than 25% of all Maryland-bred 
racing fund races to be for 2-year-olds. No race 
for 2-year-olds after September 1 to be at less 
than a mile. 

3. All races for horses over 2 to be a mile 
or longer after April 30 (or April 15 maybe). 
A quarter of those races to be a mile to a mile 
and a quarter, half between a mile and a quar¬ 
ter and a mile and a half, and a quarter of the 
races to be run at distances not less than a mile 
and a half. 

4. There must be at least five separate inter¬ 
ests in a Maryland-bred fund race or the money 
goes back into the pot. 

As to the provisions in the Rasin Report that 
the stallion stand in Maryland and the mares 
reside in Maryland the year they are covered 
and the year they foal, maybe that isn’t the 
right answer. Maybe the only requirement for a 
Maryland-bred ought to be that the registration 
show it to be a i?ona fide Maryland-bred. That 
would allow a wider selection of the best blood 
to infuse into the ultimate product, the Mary- 
land-bred. 

You probably think I’m some sort of a nut or 
something with this distance provision. And I’ll 
admit it would be tough. But, ten years from 
now “Maryland-bred” would mean “quality- 
bred” all over the world. This distance provision 
for the Maryland-bred racing fund would do 
more to enhance the position of Maryland 
Thoroughbreds than anything else you could 
do. It would engender favorable publicity for 
Maryland breeding and it would underwrite a 
better market for Maryland-bred yearlings be¬ 
cause they would be known to be bred for the 
classics both here and abroad. Don’t overlook 
the European market. That Common Market 
bit will make Europe so prosperous in a few 
years they will be able to buy our livestock. 

There is another aspect to the distance pro¬ 
visions. Illinois has had a home-bred deal for 
some years now and it has been a whale of a 
success. 

The Florida legislature just passed a law re¬ 
quiring the three major tracks to run one race 
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HAVe AT THE U- M. ? 


a day giving preference to Florida-breds. Each 
of these two home-bred plans provides some¬ 
thing approaching half a million dollars a year 
for the home-breds in purses. And you can bet 
your boots every major breeding state is going 
to have a home-bred fund eventually if only 
as a matter of self preservation. But all the 
States with winter racing (Florida, Gilifornia, 
Louisiana, etc.) are stopped from home-bred 
fund provisions requiring the horses to run 
over a piece of ground. And in Illinois they 
think a mile is a marathon. Chances are that 
no other State which could establish distance 
provisions would have the courage to impose 
upon itself a plan so difficult to get under way. 

The pay-off would be a recognition every¬ 
where a Thoroughbred runs that Maryland-bred 
means quality-bred. Just like you don’t have to 
examine a Tiffany diamond. If it is a Tiffany 
diamond, it is flawless. 

Now, as to winter racing in Maryland, there 
is unlikely to be anybody who would maintain 
that winter racing promotes quality racing. On 
the other hand, neither does half mile racing 
promote quality racing. 

The answer may be in looking at the whole 
picture instead of the pieces. 

Maryland and Delaware form a circuit. Now 
there is a gap from the end of the Delaware 
Park meeting until November. The first thing 
to do is fill up the gap. Sure, it would be com¬ 
peting with New Jersey. But you’ll be com¬ 
peting with Jersey anyway. If you try to run 
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Maryland racing so it doesn’t compete with 
anything, pretty soon you’ll be confined to rac¬ 
ing on Christmas eve and Easter Sunday. So, 
why not look the competition in the eye and 
compete. 

Part of the three-month gap can be filled 
with the 36 days the mile tracks may get from 
Baltimore Raceway and Bel Air. The rest of 
the gap can be fill^ if some of the other minor 
tracks sell out to the majors. With a March (or 
even February) to the end of November (or 
into December) circuit integrated with Dela¬ 
ware you can tell competition to drop dead. 
You can also deal from a position of strength 
with Delaware because it will need you more 
than you need it. A continuous circuit is more 
important in the long run than non-competitive 
winter dates. 

Now here is another way to get the inte¬ 
grated continuous circuit. 

Marlboro is going to need to spend some 
money on its physical facilities. Why not run 
Marlboro dates at Bowie or Laurel and Timo- 
nium’s at Pimlico and possibly Hagerstown’s 
at one of the mile tracks? That way the success¬ 
ful half milers would be more successful and 
they could support their fairs and, bingo, you’ve 
got a continuous mile circuit. 

If Maryland can maintain its place (as it has) 
as one of America’s citadels of Thoroughbred 
racing and breeding with the fragment^ rac¬ 
ing it has had and now enjoys, just think where 
Maryland will be if racing gets organized.

And The Saint Sure Enough Did March Home

Some people are asking how the 2-year-old 
colt St. Sebaldus got his name because there’s 
nothing in the names of his sire or dam, Call 
Over and Dance Date, to suggest a religious 
connotation. 

St. Sebaldus belongs to Peter Vischer, one¬ 
time New York newspaperm^^n <,nd editor, now 
a farmer at Port Tobacco, Md. He selected the 
name out of his own background. 

It seems that the original Peter Vischer, the 
ancestor after whom the present bearer was 
named, lived in the medieval town of Nurem¬ 
berg in bavaria, about the time Columbus was 
discovering America. Nuremberg was then “the 
shining jewel of the Holy Roman Empire” and 
the ancient Peter Vischer was one of its three 
most famous citizens, he being the great copper¬ 
smith and bronzier of the German Renaissance, 
the others being the great artist Albrecht Durer 
and the poet Hans Sachs. 

The museums of Europe (as well as the 
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Metropolitan in New York and the Corcoran 
Gallery in Washington) have examples of the 
original Peter Vischer s work. In fact at the 
present Vischer s farm, ‘Habre de Venture,” 
are four copies of his best pieces, including a 
small paperweight of a dog scratching himself, 
after a design by Albrecht Durer. 

One of the b^t known of the early Vischer s 
work is the monumental grave of St. Sebaldus 
in the Church of St. Sebaldus in Nuremberg. 
This is a miniature Gothic chapel fifteen feet 
high in which the sarcophagus of the saint is 
entombed, which Vischer and his sons wrought 
in the twelve years from 1508-1519. It con¬ 
tains statues of the twelve apostles guarding 
the coffin, with, modestly, a statue of the bronze- 
worker himself in his leather apron right in 
there with them. 

Longfellow wrote a poem about it as follows: 
"In the Church of Sainted Sebald sleeps en¬ 
shrined his holy dust, 

“And in bronze the Twelve Apostles guard 
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from age to age their trust.” 

The city of Nuremberg got a frightful bomb¬ 
ing during World War II and the area around 
the church was almost completely destroyed. 
Yet, somehow, the church came through and 
the shrine had been hidden away. More re¬ 
cently the city got into the headlines because 
the trials of the German ‘war criminals” were 
held in the court house there—in the yard of 
which, of course, was a statue by Peter Vischer, 
this time his “Apollo,” also to be seen at Port 
Tobacco. Today, Nuremberg has a saloon in 
honor of the artist, called “Zum Peter Vischer.” 

St. Sebaldus performed four miracles, they 
say. He filled an empty pitcher with wine, 
turned icicles into a blazing fire, restored eye¬ 
sight to a blinded man, and had an unbeliever 
drop down into the earth. 

Now, if the present St. Sebaldus can perform 
a more modern miracle, he might win the 
Pimlico Preakness.

will, if all goes right, point for the Washing¬ 
ton’s Birthday and San Juan Capistrano Handi¬ 
caps over Santa Anita’s El Camino Real course. 

Rocky Wes, like Joppy, dam of Carry Back, 
was a "board bill mare.” It was by this means 
she was acquired by Mr. and Mrs. Lewis. 

A brown daughter of * Piping Rock—Wes, 
by Mad Hatter, Rocky Wes was foaled at Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles W. Williams’ Stadacona 
Farm, Glyndon, March 21, 1948. She was bred 
by Mrs. E. Downs. 

Rocky Wes broke her maiden as a 4-year-old 
at Pimlico in Mrs. Lewis’ silks on May 7, 1952, 
paying $120.60, $33.30, $15.60. 

The mare went on to win at distances up 
to a mile and a half for the Lewises. Upon 
sustaining a foot fracture after a long campaign, 
she was retired to stud. Her first foal (1955), 
Rockaree, by Shivaree, had a crooked leg and 
was destroyed. In 1956 she dropped Moon 
Rock, a winning full brother to Hunter’s Rock 
which was sold to Mrs. Obre two years ago. 
Field holds high hopes for this fellow’s future 
in infield races. 

Rocky Wes has a weanling filly by Sate and 
is in foal to Prince Dare. 

Mrs. Obre purchased Hunter’s Rock from 
the Lewises on March 18, for $25,000. It was 
Charlie Lewis who trained Mrs. Obre’s first 
stakes winner on the flat. Golden Admiral, 
victor in the 1956 Baltimore Spring Handi¬ 
cap, also at Pimlico. 

Mrs. Obre’s broodmare band is headed by 
Impulsive, dam of the $535,681 winner Clem, 
now in foal to Native Dancer.

calls. '1 bred her in 1956 and 1957 to both 
Wreck Master and *His Nickel without re¬ 
sults. I don’t carry any deadheads any time, so 
I sold her for $60 to the ’Killerman.’ I’ve still 
got her papers. 

"When I couldn’t get any mares to *His 
Nickel, I sold him to the livestock dealer, too. 
Later, a man offered me a $10,000 certified 
check if I could find the horse, but I knew it 
was no use.” 

Blackburn won the Marlboro Nursery Stakes 
with Nickel Boy as a 2-year-old. The following 
May the gelding was sold for $8,000 to Knoll- 
wood Stable (Jack T. Sadler and Irwin M. 
Grinsfelder) at Pimlico. 

Blackburn took a puff of his cigar, watched 
the blue smoke swirl about his head, then 
picked up the thread of the story. 

”At the time of the sale I had 7 horses at 
the track and wasn’t doing any good. These 
fellows (the Grinsfelders, father and son) 
came to me and offered $7,000 for Nickel Boy. 
’No,’ I said, 'I want $8,000.’ 
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’’They had seen Nickel Boy run fourth in the 
Maryland Derby and knew he would have 
beaten their filly Movitave, (second to Mickey 
Boy) if he hadn’t had trouble, so they agreed. 
Nickel Boy, Bull Hero and Atropos were on a 
van ready to go to Garden State when I pulled 
him off. After the Delaware Park meeting I 
sold the other two horses to Toughy Hacker 
and darned if they didn’t win the first time 
out for him, too.” 

In a little more than 3 months in Knollwood 
silks Nickel Boy won 2 races and $7,975, be¬ 
fore being claimed for $7,500 by H. W. Fisher 
and B. Green, who now race at Ledgemont 
Stable. They won 8 races and $31,867 with the 
gelding before Elmendorf, owned by the form¬ 
er ambassador to Ceylon, Max Gluck, claimed 
him September 17, 1959 for $20,000. 

It has been under Elmendorf silks and the 
tutelage of Trainer Walter A. Kelley that Nickel 
Boy has done his best racing. Everybody who 
has had the gelding has turned a profit, though 
his breeder has come off fourth b^t. 

Nickel Boy, foaled May 6, 1955 at Black¬ 
burn’s Friendly Farm, Howard County, is 
ranked as one of the better stayers now in 
training.
